Petrograd and Berlin Make 

Contradictory Statements 
About Results of Fight- 
ing West of Lutsk and in 
Galicia. 


New York, October 9.—(By Associat- 
ed Press European Cable.)—On the 
battle fronts in Europe, Transylvania 
and Macedonia continue for the mo- 
ment the centers of greatest interest. 
According to Berlin, the Rumanians in 
Transylvania are retreating along the 
whole line. The Teutonic allies have 
captured the town of Toerzburg, 15 
miles southeast of Kronstadt, and 
within seven miles of the Rumanian 
border. In the Danube, north of Sis- 
tova, the Germans have occupied an 
island, taking six guns and making 
prioners of the Rumanian troops there. 

Serbians in considerable force have 
crossed the Cerna river in Serbia and 
captured the town of Skochivir, south- 
east of Monastir, and also have occu- 
pied positions along the north bank of 
the river. 

Considerable hard fighting has 
again taken place in the region west 
of Lutsk and further south in Galicia, 
but the results are somewhat be- 
clouded by reason of the contradictory 
reports of the Petrograd and Berlin 
war office statements. Petrograd says 
the Russians at some points in Volhy- 
nia succeeded in entering Austro-Ger- 
man positions east of Vladimir-Volyn- 
ski, but Berlin reports that these at- 
tacks failed with sanguinary losses to 
the Russians. Near Brzezany, south- 
east of Lemberg in Galicia, both Pe- 
trograd and Berlin record repulses of 
attacks. In the Carpathians ser- 
mans have made an advance: = 4aba- 
ludowa. 

Violent reciprocal bombardments are 
in progress in the Somme region of 
France. Infantry attacks also have 
taken place, but no important gains 
for either side have ‘been chronicled. 

Carrying. 2.000 Serbian and French 
sotdiers, the auxiliary cruiser Gallia 
has been sunk in the Mediterranean, 
with a loss of 6338 men. 


GREAT BATTLE 
IN VOLHYNIA. 


Petrograd, October 9.—(Via London.) 
Great battle in Volhynia, east of Viadi- 
mir-Volynski, is continuing, the war 
office announced today, and the Rus- 
siams have succeeded at some places 
in «ntering the Teutonic lines. The 
positions taken have been censolidated, 
the statement adds. 

In the Brzezany region southeast of 
Lemberg, the Austro-German forces 
have assumed the offensive, but. were 
stopped in their attacks by the Russian 
fire. An Austrian advanced trench in 
their sector was taken. 

The official report follows: 

“Western front: In the direction of 
Viadimir-Volynski, in the region of Za- 
turze, Shelvov and Bubnov, stubborn 
fighting continues. At some points our 
troops forced their way into tne enemy 
lines and consolidated themselves in the 
occupied positions. 


“East of Brzezany, in the region south | 


of Shikhalin, the enemy assumed the 
offensive, but was repelled by our fire. 
As the result of a fierce bayonet en- 
gagement we captured here an ad- 
vanced Austrian trench. 

“On Thursday a Russian lieutenant 
and eight scouts fought to the death 
when surrounded in an enemy trench 
in which they thought to surprise the 
enemy.” 


FIGHTING IN 
MACEDONIA. 


. Paris, October 9.—(Via London.)— 
The following official communication 
dealing with the fighting in Macedonia 
was issued today: 

“Bast of the Struma engagements 
occurred between British troops and 
Bulgarian rear guard detachments, 
who are retreating toward the rail- 
way. It has been confirmed that dur- 
ing the recent fighting in this region 
the Bulgarians suffered considerable 
losses. At one point alone 1,500 bodies 
of enemy dead were found on the 
ground. 

“Between the Vardar and Cerna riv- 
ers the Serbian forces haVe advanced 
in the mountainous region of Dobrou- 
polje and taken 100 prisoners. On the

Federe! Officers Tell of 
Novel Excuse Given by 
Moonshine Suspect When 
Officers Attempted to 
Search House. 


Jack Knott, of Spalding county, was 
tried Monday in the federal court be- 
fore a jury on the charge of operating 
a still. The case was concluded and 
the jury returned a sealed verdict which 
will be opened today. 

Federal officers made an investiga- 
tion some months ago of the alleged 
operations of Knott. When they went 
to search for the still, according to 
their testimony on the stand yesterday, 
they were informed that they could not 
search one room because two small 
daughters of Knott were taking a bath. 

They took up their stand outside of 
the house. Becoming impatient over 
the manner in which the small girls 
prolonged their bath, one of the officers 
went around the side of the house. 
There he found, according to his tes- 
timony, a stream of liquor issuing froin 
the room in which the girls were sup- 
posed to be bathing. 

They ordered a search of the room. 
The officers state that the girls were 
discovered busily engaged in pouring 
out several gallons of whisky through 
some cracks in the floor. On one side 
of the room was found a small wash 
basin containing perfectly clear water, 
a wash rag and a cake of soap, show- 
ing that the operation of bathing had 
not been indulged in, and that the giris 
were trying to destroy the evidence of 
the still. A search in the attic of the 
house revealed the hiding place of a 
new worm and still. 

Knott was questioned on the. evi- 
dence of the arresting officer, and de- 
nied all knowledge of the liquor or the 
still. He swore he did not know how 
they came to be in his house nor how 
long they had been there. 

Knott was also tried yesterday on 
charges of burning an automobile be- 
longing to the officers. The case was 
sent to.the jury, and their verdict is 
expected this morning. He was indict- 
ed with Clarence Thompson, his nephew. 

It was alleged by the officers that 
they received an anonymous letter tell- 
ing them to come to a certain place one 
night by automobile and they would be 
led to a still. When they arrived at 
the house the owner denied all knowl- 
edge of a still. A search was made by 
the officers without result. They were 
gone for some time, and on their re- 
turn found their machine a mass of 
ashes with an oil can standing nearby. 
Dogs were procured at once and placed 
on the trail of footprints leading away 
from the machine. They led the offi- 
cers to the house of Knott, where they 
found Knott and.Thompson, his neph- 
ew. The shoes of the accused were 
fitted into the tracks found near the 
machine and filled them perfectly, ac- 
cording to the officers. Knott denied 
on the stand yesterday that he knew 
anything about the case. Thompson 
was not tried, as he had forfeited his 
bond and failed to appear. 


WANT SEA TERRORS 
DETAINED IN PORT 


Allies Declare Submarines 
Entering Neutral Waters 
Should Not Be Given 
Treatment Accorded War- 
ships. 


London, October $.—The text of the 
memorandum recently sent by the en- 
tente allies to neutral governments re- 
specting the admission of belligerent 
submarines into neutral waters or ports 
is as follows: 

“In view of the development of sub- 
marine navigation by reason of acts 
which, in the present circumstances, 
may be unfortunately expected from en- 
emy submarines, the allied govern- 
ments consider it necessary, in order 
not only to safeguard their belligerent 
rights and liberty of commercial nav- 
igation, but to avoid risks of dispute, to 
urge neutral governments to take ef- 
fective measures, if they have not al- 
ready done so, with a view to prevent- 
ing belligerent submarine vessels, what- 
ever the purpose to which they are put, 
from making use of neutral waters, 
roadsteds and ports. 

“In the case of submarine vessels,

Doubt- 
less, he believed, she had submerged 
and reappeared often enough to mis- 
leads any but a keen professional ob- 
server and to create the impression 
that more than one s@a terror was op- 
erating. 


WAITED TO

The danger to neutral submarines 
through being mistaken by belligerent 
vessels hinted at in the memorandum, 
was suggested to the American gov- 
ernment some time ago and in conse- 
quence every care has .been taken to 
keep American submarines out of wa- 
ters where mistakes might arise. 

There was much discussion among 
officials today regarding the sugges- 
tion that the proximity of the German 
craft might develop as irritating a 
situation as that which leq to a re- 
quest by the state department that 
British cruisers hovering too close to 
shore earlier in the war be withdrawn. 
The British vessels, however, were only 
six miles off shore, while the German 
operations have been fifty miles from 
the nearest land and sevenfy miles 
from the mainland. Many officiais 
think, therefore, that there will be no 
complaint on that score. 


SAFETY OF 
PASSENGERS. 


The state department regards safety 
of passengers as an important feature. 
Counsellor Polk referred to previous 
correspondence on that subject with 
Germany. In the Frye case the Ber- 
lin government admitted ihat life boats 
should be depended on only when gen- 
eral conditions “afford absolute cer- 
tainty that the boats will reach the 
nearest port.” The fact that American 
destroyers happened to be at hand for 
rescue work is considered irrelevant.

‘ THE LESSON OF THE U-53. 

The significant fact about the sinking of 
gix vessels belonging to the Allies, or carry- 
ing war merchandise for them, by German 
submarines just outside of New York har- 
bor, is that it has brought to our very doors 
the lesson of a revolution in naval warfare. 

The achievement itself was marvelous. 
The U-boat came across more than two 
thousand miles of water, delivered a brief 
note to the German ambassador at Newport, 
then ducked and disappeared without even 
so much as taking on a bucket of water. It 
came fully armed with guns and torpedoes 
—a half dozen of them in full view ag it 
floated on the surface. 

Doubtless the note to Count von Bern- 
storff contained the information as to what 
it proposed to do, so as to prepare him to 
deal with the American government in the 
matter of any questions that might arise as 
the result of its activities. It was as if the 
U-53 crosed the ocean, bobbed up for a mo 
ment to extend its greetings to the Ameri- 
can government and then disappeared to get 
busy with hostile commerce just outside the 
three-mile limit, and it lost no time about 
doing it. Six large freight steamers have 
gone to the bottom as,the result of its 
single day’s work, and we may hear, at any 
moment, of other and more serious destruc- 
tion wrought by it. 

Perhaps it was attended by a merchant 
submarine, such as the Deutschland, pre- 
pared to supply it with food and ammuni- 
tion, as well as everything else needed. 

But wonderful as was the performance, 
which is another of those remarkable 
achievements for which Germany has be- 
come famous during the progress of the 
war, the serious thing that concerns us is, 
not the fact itself, but what it means. In 
the early history of the war we regarded the 
development of the submarine as the fore- 
most distinctive feature of modern warfare 
the contest had brought to life. The work 
of the submarine in and around the British 
Channel is a matter of familiar history. 
There followed the 4,000-mile trip of the 
German submarine through the Mediterra- 
nean and into the Dardanelles, where its 
first act was to sink a $12,000,000 battleship. 
Next the German merchant submarine lands 
at Baltimore with $1,000,00 cargo. Now 
the fully armed and equipped fighting sub- 
marine is almost within our very harbors 
destroying hostile commerce. 

What Germany is doing to the commerce 
of these nations at our very doors, she, or 
any other nation could do to us were we at 
war. Against such an unseen enemy a 
$10,000,000 battleship is as nothing; it is 
snuffed out in a twinkling! . 

There lies the seriousness of this inci- 
dent from our viewpoint, and it is a revo- 
lution in naval warfare that is but in the 
beginning. If we would be ready for any 
eventuality we must take hold now! 

Inevitably the future naval power lies in 
the submarine! 


GETTING THE FARMERS. 


A current news dispatch gives some indi- 
cation of the reason why the Canadian 
provinces on the northern and northwestern 
borders of the United States have been so 
successful in attracting farm settlers from 
some of our western states. 


This dispatch from Edmonton, Alberta, 


tells of a remarkable wheat production 


record, as follows: 


0. S. Noble, of Nobleford, Alberta, has 
a thousand-acre field, the wheat crop of 
which, threshed, gave a yield of 52 bush- 
els to the acre, the highest ever known 
in any part of the world, according to 
estimates made today. 

The world’s record for wheat was for- 
merly held by Whitman county, Washing- 
ton, with 51 bushels. 


This record merits world attention, and 
it will get it. With wheat at current prices,

income of $83,200, or $83.20 per acre. 

It was the combination of the man, the 
land and the climate that did it; and it is 
just such instances as this that are attract- 
ing some of the best of the farmers of the 
United States, in the hope that they can 
repeat the performance. 

Georgia land and Georgia climate have 
done ecually wonderful things, not in one, 
but in many instances; but have we taken 
the pains we should to let the world know 
about it? 

The combination of man, land and clit 
mate has made even more than that, not in 
wheat, but other products, right here in our 
own state. And it has been done on a large 
acreage. 

The Canadian provinces may have a good 
wheat climate, must have it, to make 
records such as this. But generally speak- 
ing, their agricultural climate cannot be 
compared to that of Georgia, where wheat 
may be made as a second crop on the same 
land, and where, in many sections, three 
crops are often grown in the twelve months. 

Evidently, however, we are not suffi- 
ciently impressing these facts upon pro- 
spective farm settlers, for we are not get- 
ting them in anything like the numbers we 
should, while cold and icy Canada, with her 
wheat fields only, continues to draw. 

Georgia has both the possibilities and 
the facilities, but there has been an evident 
laxity of effort in getting them in proper 
form before those to whom the state desires 
to present its appeal. 

There is a field here for splendid work 
in behalf of the state, in which, unquestion- 
ably, organized effort would bring valuable 
results. © 


SOUTH’S BIGGEST PROBLEM. 

In the Live Stock Exposition and Con- 
ference to be held in Orangeburg Wednes- 
day and Thursday qf this week, South Caro- 
lina is taking another long and forward 
step in the direction of solving the south’s 
biggest and most important agricultural 
problem. 

This exposition will be held under the 
auspices of the Orangeburg Chamber of 
Commerce and the Southern Settlement and 
Development Organization, which has taken 
recent prominent part in the constructive 
agricultural development of the greater por- 
tion of the south. It is in line with and 
similar to exhibitions of this kind recently 
held in Georgia and other southern states, 
in which were brought together showings of 
the best types of pure bred cattle and hogs, 
not only from the state itself, but from 
other sections where the best of high-class 
blooded stock is bred. 

These cattle shows and conferences have 
attracted active and enterprising farmers 
from every section of the states in which 
they have been held, and that at Orange- 
burg this week will prove no exception. 

Opportunity is afforded the farmers, not 
only to hear discussed the unquestioned ad- 
vantages of cattle and hog breeding on the 
farm, but to see in the exposition itself the 
remarkable benefits which accrue to the 
agricultural industry, through careful and 
proper attention to this phase of it, and 
particularly through the breeding of the 
highest type and quality of cattle and hogs. 

Conferences like this to be held at 


Orangeburg began in the south only a few 


years ago, and have already brought about 
a revolution in the cattle industry of this 
section through which, although it is as yet 
in its formative stage, very material ad- 
vancement in agriculture has already been 
achieved. 

On these occasions the farmers learn not 
only the advantages of prosecuting the 
cattle industry, and using to that end the 
best breeds, but they are carefully informed 
as to method and detail. 

In the Orangeburg meeting there will be 
such demonstrations as that of the serum 
treatment for hog cholera, the dipping of 
cattle for ticks or Texas fever, the demon- 
stration of new dairy machinery and 
methods, and practically every important 
feature that the industry, properly con- 
ducted, involves. 

Expositions and conferences similar to 
that at Orangeburg this week should be 
held, not only in every southern state, but 
in every congressional district. 

The closer the advantages of this in- 
dustry are brought to the farmers of the 
south the more rapid and the more certain 
will be its developments. Unquestionably, 
in the building of the cattle industry lies 
the solution of the south’s biggest and most 
important agricultural problem. Every step 
taken in that direction means the earlier 
advent of more and better prosperity.

“It’s All a Mistake,” 
Says Hugh M. Dorsey, 
“7 Will Not Make Addresses’’ 


“It's all a mistake,” said Governor-elect 
Hugh M. Dorsey yesterday, “about my appear- 
ing at different points to deliver addresses 
in the near future. 

“I notice that the statement is being 
published from time to time that I am to 
speak here, thete and elsewhere, but these 


reports are evidently based solely upon the 


invitations that have been sent to me. 

“I am not going to speak anywhere in 
the near future. I have uniformly declined 
to accept any invitation, and having already 
done this in quite a number of instances JI 
naturally could not accept a similar invita- 
tion now without giving just offense to 
those who have been good enough to invite 
me in the past and whose invitations I have 
had to decline in keeping with my announced 
policy’ not to make any public appearance 
in my capacity as the nominee for gover- 
nor, or later, as the governor-elect. As I 
said before, any such quasi-official appear- 
ance at this time would be unjust to Govy- 
ernor Harris who, as governor of the state 
is the man to represent it officially at all 
public functions so long as he is governor. 
When the time comes for me to appear of- 
ficially I will not only be willing but glad to 
do so. In the meantime I am just a private 
citizen, giving attention to my business af- 
fairs and trying to get my matters in such 
a shape that the state may have every min- 
ute of my time and attention after I assume 
the responsibilities of the governorship. 

“That my position in adopting this policy 
meets public approval there can be no doubt, 
for from all parts of the state it has been 
commended.”

And sv deeply ago tue most of them desire 
lo get away [10m the south where they really 
can fare vbetler economically, that the mer- 
est hint drepped in a seemingly quiet com- 
munity that colored laborers are wanted 
and needed and well paid apiu well treaied 
in some far northern center is all that is 
necessary to send hundreds to tne train with 
barely funds to pay for transportation. 

No, to pass severe laws hoping to block 
this movement will not only be a waste of 
time but the most unwise way of dealing 
with the problem. Nothing short of ‘the 
conscript in the way of laws will serve 
any purpose at all and the conscript is un- 
constitutional in America except in military 
exigencies. The problem cannot be handled 
from the angle of force. The negrro must be 
made to see, made to feel, that, on the whole 
li Wilt be wetter for him to remain in the 
south than to migrate to the north. 

I was born and reared in the south: at 
the same time 1 have lived for several years 
in the north and 1 do not think 1 over- 
estimate when I say that 1 am a compe- 
tent judge of which section is really best 
for our people. The northern winters are 
rather severe on our tropical blood. Krom 
a climatic standpoint the south has the aqa- 
vantage. In the north the sharp competition 
of union labor has heretofore pushed the 
negro to the rear. The south has heretofore 
had the advantage in this. But when we go 
before our people with arguments like these 
they fly back like children to one simple 
fact and cling tenaciously to that, namely 
that in the north they have protection and in 
the south they have not. Nor could Booker 
T. Washington or even God, Himself, move 
them away from that. The negroes wil] 
brave the frigid snows of the north, court 
tuberculosis and die like flies in fire where 
they really have actual legai protection 
rather than remain’ here where they could 
accomplish more and accumulate more bait 
where they feel their lives are constantly 
in danger by reason of being denied the full 
protection of the law. 

This movement will continue through the 
years until the south has been all bua 
stripped of her most valuable asset in the 
way of labor. What the men of the south 
neefi to do (if I may humbly suggest) is to 
impress our people that they are as legally 
safe in the south as they are in the north. 
The matter of greater personal freedom 
and less racial pejudice may always throw 
the balance: of attraction in favor of the 
north, but this is a far too weak attraction to 
send so many of us away from the south as 
are now leaving. 

Stop lynching! 


There is taking 


See that we get a little 
better brand of justice than the kind we 
have been taught to expect. Teach us to 
love the south and be contented here by 
ceasing to abridge us to such extremes in 
common rights and citizenship. If we must 
have jimcrow laws, let them seem to be more 
equitably administered. Let colored people 
ride in railway cars and elevators alotted to 
colored people and white people the same. 
If we must have laws of segregation, let 
them be administered-in ways that do not 
merely seem to humiliate the black folks 
alone. And when it comes to courts and 
law, see that justice is meted out to white 
and black the same. In hundreds of north- 
ern communities that is almost the fact. 
White and black are treated almost pre- 
cisely alike. They have separate churches, 
schools and social intercourse just as they 
do here. The colored people of New York 
city are race loyal and race conscious just 
as they are in Atlanta, Ga. But when white 
and black go into the courts of the north 
they all look alike to those judges up there. 
That’s why the negroes are so crazy about 
the north—nothing else. That’s why they 
are leaving the south by the thousdnds.

MAYOR WOODW ARD NAILS LIBEL — 
CIRCULATED AGAINST ATLANTA 


BY MARYLAND 


WHISKY LEADERS 


Mayor Woodward has addressed a letter 
to officals in the cities of Baltimore, Cum- 
berland (Md.), Philadelphia and other cities 
replying to inquiries received by him in the 
last few days relative to the advertisement 
circulated in the fight against prohibition 
now being waged in Maryland and Baltimore. 
The mayor’s letters are identical] in every 
particular, the only difference being in the 
address. 


He takes up the different items in the ad- 
vertisement in quistion which purports to 
show the derogatory effect of prohibition on 
Atlanta and the state generally. The ad- 
vertisement has been answered by prominent 
men of Atlanta recently following a request 
from prohibition leaders in the fight. 

Mayor Woodward's letter denies every 
Statement given in the advertisement taking 
them up in detail. He states: “I desire to 
Say most. emphatically that the advertise- 
ment as it reads is an infamous libel on 
Atlanta.” 

He states that the reference to the school 
System is untrue since every child who has 
applied has been given a seat. He denies 
that Grady hospital is inadequate for the 
needs of the city and declares that so far 
as he is informed the management of the 
hospital is taking care of every applicant. 

The street paving, he asserts, will com- 
pare favorably with many other cities and 
that much permanent paving has been laid 
this year. He points out that the income 
from the different sources is always slow 
during the summer but that every payroll 
has been met promptly and that current bills 
are being met. There being no way to force 
payment of city taxes earlier than October 
15, the city, like any other corporation, has 
to wait for its money. 

“All absolutely necessary expenses have 
been met and we are now even paying back 
vouchers and also the borrowed money al- 
lowed by the charter, and in the next twenty 
or thirty days we will be in very good shape 
on Our natural income for the year,” declares 
the letter. 

He asserts that the question of the city 
going into bankruptcy is a matter of impossi- 
bility. That as far as the prohibition legis- 
lation is concerned, the recent act of the past 
year has deprived the city of only about $60,- 
000 in revenue out of $5,000,000 annual in- 
come. 


The Letter. 

The letter follows in full: 

Mr. Harry G. Fisher, Keyser, Md.: Your 
letter regarding an advertisement that is be- 
ing circulated in the city of Keyser in the 
interest of anti-prohibition received. 

I desire’to say most emphatically that the 
advertisement as it reads is an infamous 
libel on Atlanta.

Our hospital is one of the best in the 
country, and while it has been crowded for 
the past two or three years, and we have 
built an annex to it in the last few years, 
yet, on account of the growth of the city it 
needs enlarging again, but the management 
is taking care of all applicants sv far as I 
know. 

As far as the streets being in woeful re- 
pair, I will state that the streets of the city 
now will bear very good comparison with 
any future years. There is always more or 
less repair work to be done on streets. Besides, 
this we have laid permanent paving on sever- 
al streets this year. 

Under the charter we are allowed to bor- 
row only $400,000, and from the fact that 
there were a great many improvements of 
different characters passed up during the 
early part of the year, and contracts entered 
into, it necessarily run our finances a little 
short until tax collections could come in. 
You will understand at this time, that while 
Our taxes are paid in three different in- 
stalments during the year, there is nothing, 
compulsory upon any payment until after 
the 15th of October, therefore the city, like 
any other business enterprise, is dependent 
entirely upon the people volunteering to 
pay their taxes before the 15th of October. 
After that date we can force collection. 

From the reasons alluded to above, we aré 
a little short of money during the dead 
months of July and August, but all of our 
payrolls and salaries have been paid on time. 
I presume there is not a city in the country 
but what has unpaid bills that have to go 
through the natural procedure of verifying 
and placing properly in voucher form. 

While it is true, for the reason as I stated 
above, the early contracts for so much work 
were passed up in excess of the money liable 
to be received during that period, we have 
been a little bit slow in paying them for 
the past couple of months. All absolutely 
necessary expenses have been promptly met, 
and we are now even paying back vouchers 
and also the borrowed money allowed by 
charter, and in the next twenty or thirty 
days we will be in very good shape On our 
natural income for the year. 

Bankruptcy an Impossibility. 


The question of bankruptcy for Atlanta fs 
a matter of impossibility. If there are any 
illegal debts made or debts contracted for 
that cannot be paid out of the revenues of 
the city during the present year, they are 
null and void so far as the city of Atlanta 
is concerned, and the mayor and general 
cpuncil voting and approving same would be 
individually liable; so you can readily see 
that so far as the credit of the city of At- 
lanta is concerned it is A-Number One and 
cannot be impaired for any reason whatever. 

You have my permission to print this 
letter as widely as the advertisement is pub- 
lished, as I do not care, nor will I permit 
a libel of that character to go unanswered. 

As far as the prohibition question is con- 
cerned in Georgia, the first act was passed 
in 1907 and has been in force up to May this 
year and the act that was passed in May 
of this year deprived Atlanta of only. about 
$60,000 a year revenue, so you can very read- 
ily see that that amount of money did not 
interfere with the city receiving revenue of 
nearly $5,000,000¢a year. So, real prohibition 
in this state has not been enforced long 
enough to say it will do any harm at all from

LAND SHOW, ENLARGING SCOPE. 
TO TAKE INWHOLE SOUTHEAST 


“The land show proposition is the big- , 


gest thing Georgia has undertaken for many 
years,” said W. W. Croxton, general passen- 
ger agent for the A., B. & A. R. R., address- 
ing the special meeting held yesterday after- 
noon in the offices of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, for the purpose of perfecting 
details of the land show. By unanimous vote, 
the scope of the land show was extended 
so as to make it more than a Georgia enter- 
prise, and it will embrace at least the states 
of Georgia, Alabama, Florida and South Car- 
olina. 

After considerable discussion, it was de- 
cided to adopt the name “Southeastern Land 
Show,” provided the management of the 
Southeastern fair had no objection. It was 
argued that the use of the name “southeast- 
ern’ would advertise the fair and would not 
be in any way detrimental! to the enterprise, 
and that it would accentuate the idea of 
Georgia being the center of the southeast 
from a business and other standpoint... This 
idea was voiced by H. G. Hastings and Wil- 
mer I. Moore. 

Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, expressed it as 
his opinion that the land show idea would 
mean a great deal to the southeast, and that 
it was a project long needed and ‘would cer- 
tainly ‘be successful if properly organized. 

To Appoint Committee. 


President C. J. Haden, of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, opened the meeting 
and called upon Secretary-Manager Ek. Y. 
Clarke to explain to the meeting the nature 
of the land show and the progress the propo- 
sition had made up to this time. At the 
conclusion of Mr. Clarke’s remarks St. Elmo 
Massengale addressed the meeting, telling of 
the remarkable success of the Chicago land 
show, and stated that while he did not know 
anything in regard to the details of the land 
show organization, he was quite sure that 
it would be a wonderful benefit to the state. 
He approved the adoption of the name, 
“Southeastern Land Show,” rather than other 
names which have been suggested. 

Wilmer L. Moore, president of the South- 
ern States Life Insurance company, moved 
that there be appointed a committee of five 


on organization, which committee would sug- 
gest officers and an executive committee and 
draft plans for the incorporation of the land 
show. President Charles J. Haden announced 
that he would appoint the committee some 
time Tuesday, 

H. M. Stanley, commissioner of commerce 
and labor, expressed approval of the land 
sho'w and offered the services of his depart- 
ment in any way consistent with his duties 
to the state. 

J. H. Atchison, of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone company, who is also a prominent ad 
man and editor of “bepper,” spoke in enthu- 
Siastic terms in regard to the land show, and 
stated he ‘believed it would be a great suc- 
cess. 

Vians Outlined. 

Robert F. Shedden, general agent of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New York, 
was present and took part in the general dis- 
cussion, outlining a nunrber of detail plans 
for the successful handling of the’ event. 
His ideas were heartily approved by those 
at the ‘meeting and will be carried out as svon 
as permanent organization is perfected. 

The land show proposition has assumed 
much larger proportions than any of those 
connected with the first suggestion antici- 
pated. Frank T. Reynolds, who was the 
originator of the idea to hold a land show 
in Georgia at the present time, acted as see- 
retary of the meeting and spoke interesting- 
ly, telling that at one land show where Geor- 
gia had an exhibit several years ago, 14,000 
people signed cards requesting more informa- 
tion about the state. 

Mr. Haden calls attention to the vital ne- 
cessity of the securing of more farmers for 
the state, especially that type who would 
grow other crops than cotton. The menace 
of the boll weevil was touched on slightly 
by Mr. Haden as another reason why the,land 
show should be operated. 

H. G. Hastings stated that he believed 
the land show would have a double effect in 
that it would brin® people from outside the 
state and outside the south to consider the 
value of our lands, and that it would influ- 
ence the people of Georgia and surrounding 
states in the matter of growing crops other 
than cotton. 


SPECIAL TRAINS BRINGING EXHIBITS 
OF REGISTERED'CATTLE TO BIG FAIR 


Special trains from as far west as Kan- y ton, corn, potatoes, pumpkins, vegetables of 


sas City are scheduled to leave today for 
Atlanta, bringing great herds of thorough- 
bred cattle and hogs for the Southeastern 
fair. 

When the American Royal Live Stock 
show from Kansas City gets under way, it 
will be the largest movement of cattle ever 
started from halfway across the continent 
to Atlanta. There will be eighty cars of 
the west’s finest stock, including every breed. 
Four trains will be started from the show 
grounds there direct to Atlanta. 

From another western point—Omaha— 
thirty cars of thoroughbred hogs, which 
were exhibited at the swine show there, will 
be journeying to Atlanta, with owners fol- 
lowing on passenger trains. The hogs will 
comprise the west’s exhibit at the Southeast- 
ern fair. 

These are the two largest movements 
from any point. There will be many cars of 
live stock, including the Grand Circuit trot- 
ters, and hundreds of coops of chickens from 
practically every noted poultry farm on their 
journey to Atlanta by tomorrow evening. 

The live stock will be unloaded at Lake- 
wood, a short distance from the fair grounds. 
The prize bulls and cows and fast and fancy 
horses will be led to the grounds and given 
stalls in the mammoth pavilions and: sta- 
bles awaiting their reception. With every 
herd of cattle will come several attendants, 
and with the race horses a corps of vailets 
to see that this society of the live stock world 
has every comfort and convenience. 


Many Exhibits Here. 


Nearly every freight train reaching At- 
lanta now-brings consignments of prize ag- 
ricultural products from points in the seven 
southeastern states. Within the next two 
days the special trains from important points 
will begin to arrive. By Friday night the 
season’s choicest products will be artistically 
displayed in draped booths of the Agricul- 
tural building. Some few of the early ar- 
rivals aré already here. The building will 
be swarming with workmen arranging cot- 


all varieties and fruits of all kinds, to show 
off to the best advantage. 

Advance men of the Old Dominion shows, 
the carnival attractions of Larkland, are ex- 
pected here today. They will measure off 
the space allotted to the score of shows and 
assign each attraction to a location. The 
tents will be pitched on a high hill just in 
the rear of the concrete grandstand, and at 
the head of the midway. It will be a tented’ 
city, made conspicuous by brilliantly painted 
and illuminated fronts. The attractions will 
follow the latter part of the week and will 
be set up by Saturday. 

Model Cottage Completed. 

The erection of the Model Cottage, one of 
the unique features of the woman's depart- 
ment, having been completed, the installa- 
tion of furnishings will begin tomorrow. 
The home will be furnished from front room 
to kitchen. The cottage is conveniently ar- 
ranged, with sufficient number of spacious 
rooms to accommodate the average-size fam- 
ily. It is intended as an illustration of 
what may be done by the farmer of mod- 
erafe means to provide his family with the 
comforts of life, Every modern convenience 
that may be adopted to the rural districts 
will be installed. , 

The lecture tent, beneath which noted 
speakers will discuss subjects of interest to 
the farmer and the public generally, has been 
erected. The mammoth tent for the automo- 
bile show is being erected. Concession 
stands are going up all over the grounds. The 
Atlanta automobile agents who have en- 
gaged space will bed their models out the 
latter part of the week after having arranged 
booths to display the cars and accessories.

Speer Must Conduct 
Hearing of Famous 
Coffee County Case

Macon, Ga., October 9.—(Special.)— 
In the United States district court, 
which convened heer today, Judge W. 
W. Lambdin declined to assign the fa- 
mous Coffee county liquor case for 
trial, taking the position that the liti- 
gation had been begun before Judge 
Speer and should be handled by him. 

The case has been pending for sev- 
eral months, liquor to the value of $39,- 
000 having been seized in Coffee coun- 
ty by the sheriff, it having been con- 
signed as household goods.

Boston, October 9.—Breaking world’s 
series records and tearing traditions to 
shreds, the Boston Americans defeat- 
ed the Brooklyn Nationals Dy a score 
of 2 to 1 in a 14-inning game here 
this afternoon. It was the second con- 
test for the championship and Was de- 
cided only after a struggle that sur- 
passed in situations any ever evolved 
in the fertile mind of a baseball fiction 
writer. 

For more than two hours the teams, 
pennant-winners in their respective 
leagues, battled with almost superhu- 
man skill and courage through a one- 
run tie. Then, with the stage set as 
if for the thrilling climax, a pinch hit- 
ter and a pinch runner won victory for 
the Red Sox just as twilight threw its 
mantle of semi-darkness over Braves 
field. 

Of the heroes who arose from the 
playing field as did the warriors from 
the Dragon’s teeth sown by Jason in 
tales of Greek mythology, Delos Gal- 
nor, of Elkins, W. Va., Was the star 
of stars. It was his single in the gath- 
ering darkness of the final inning that 
scored from second base Michael Mc- 
Nally, of Minooka, Pa., running for 
Hoblitzell, with the tally that won 
the second straight victory for the Car- 
riganites over the champions of the 
senior league. 


SENSATIONAL HOMER 
STARTED STELLAR PLAYS. 


The contest opened with a sensa- 
tional home run by “Hy” Myers in the 
initial inning and not for a moment 
afterward did the struggle halt or lose 
interest for the forty-odd thousand fans 
who hung on every play with intensity 
equal to that of the members of the two 
teams battling fér fame and financial 
rewards. For a short space of. time the 
lone run scored by Myers appeared to 
be the margin that might give Brooklyn 
an even break in the series. In the 
third inning, however, Scott tripled to 
center and scored the tying run when 
Cutshaw juggled Ruth's tap, and had 
time only to make the play at first base. 

From that point the Red Sox and 
Superbas grappled in a baseball battle 
that rolled through eleven periods of 
play without the slightest advantage 
for either club, while diamond deeds of 
amazing daring and skill held the spec- 
tators enthralled. Sizzling hits, won- 
derful catches, scintillAting throws and 
the keenest of baseball generalship, 
succeeded each other so rapidly that 
those preceding were forgotten in the 
stunning brilliancy of later events. 

Thus it came about that, with gray 
shadows creeping down over the stands 
to the field, the Boston players made 
their last stand at the plate. Sherrod

DODGERS BELIEVE LUCK 
WILL CHANGE AT HOME. 


As a result of Gainor’s hit the Bos- 
ton team left for Brooklyn tonight with 
two of the necessary four victories to 
their credit, and will reneW tomorrow 
at Ebbets field the struggle for fur- 
ther honors. Almost simultaneously the 
Brooklyn players departed for their 
home grounds confident that their for- 
tunes will change once they are back 
upon familiar fields, and bearing with 
them the admiration of every specta- 
tor who witnessed their desperate bat- 
tle against what is conceded to be one 
of the greatest baseball machines of 
modern times. 

Brooklyn, in the role of vanquished, 
garnered almost as much praise and 
honor as the triumphant Red Sox. Their 
fighting spirit will go down as one of 
the most remarkable in the annals of 
the game. In holding the Carrigan clan 
for fourteen innings before admitting 
defeat they established a new record 
for world’s series play, eclipsing the 
3 to 3 thirteen-inning tie game played 
by the Chicago Nationals and the De- 
troit Americans in 1907. 

No finer setting for a baseball battle 
of this record-breaking type could have 
been conjured by the cleverest mind of 
a stage director. Braves field, the 
largest baseball stadium in the country, 
was filled with a gathering which fell 
less than a thousand below the record 
for a championship throng. Bleachers 
and gyandstands were filled almost to 
capacity and in contrast to the opening 
game the spectators, thrilled with the 
tenseness of the contest, rooted without 
cessation through the entire two hours 
and thirty-two minutes of play. Once 
the character of the contest had grip- 
ped them, men, women and poys, aided 
by bands and improvised “~ noise-pro- 
ducers, raised a din that rattled the win- 
dows of the staid Back Bay homes and 
made it impossible to hear the umpire’s 
decisions. 

So great was the noise that Manager 
Robinson finally protested to. the ar- 
biters against the blare of the bands on 
the ground that his players could not 
hear his coaching instructions. With 
it all, however, the thousands were ex- 
ceedingly fair in their applause, and ev-~ 
ery star play of the many made by the 
Brooklyns was accorded the same ap- 
proval as those reeled off by the smooth 
Red Sox machine. 


HY MYERS THE STAR 


OF DODGERS. - 


While Gainor’s hit, coming as it did 
at the climax of a remarkable game, 
had earned him a place in the Hall of 
baseball players, 
there were others whose play showed 
the ‘heights to which a player can rise 
when occasiong like that of this after- 
noon demand. 

“Hy” Myers, already a hero with his 
home run in the opening inning, rob-

In the ninth Myers again tempora- 
rily saved his team from defeat with a 
wonderful throw to the plate which 
nipped Janvrin trying to score from 
third on Hoblitzell’s deep fly to the 
Superba’s center fielder. 

Great praise fell also to Pitchers 
Ruth and Smith, who swung through 


,; fourteen innings of the closest kind of 


play with a steadiness of service and 
pitching judgment seldom equalled. 
Fifty-one batters faced Smith and of 
this number only seven got hits for a 
total of twelve bases. Of the 48 that 
stepped before Ruth’s delivery, only six 
got hits for a total of ten bases. Scott 
was the only player to get two hits, 
his collection consisting of a single and 
a triple. 

Sherrod Smith fanned only one bat- 
ter, Ruth, but he did it twice, his rival 
hurler appearing unable to fathom his 
Slants. Ruth fanned four, the quartet 
consisting of Daubert, Myers, Cutshaw 
and Olson. 

The official attendance figures for 
the game showed that 41,373 spectators 
paid admission for a total of $82,626, 
of which the players will receive $44,- 
618.04, the club owners $14,872.68 each, 
and the national commission $8,262.60. 
The totals for the two games now 
stand: Attendance, 77,490; receipts, 
$159,115.50; players’ share, $85,922.37: 
each club’s share, $28,640.79: national

The Game in Detail.

Amid intense excitement and a terrific 
din, Manager Carrigan sent Gainor in 
to bat for Gardner and McNally ran 
for Hoblitzell. Gainor had one strike 
on him when he laced the ball to left 
field. McNally dashed around third 
and the crowd cheered frantically when 
they saw Wheat’s throw to the plate 
go wide and McNally easily tallied the 
run which gave the Red Sox their sec- 
ond victory.

Smith Should Have Passed 
Del Gainor, Says Fullerton 


This One Blunder Offset a Smartly Pitched Game—Mow- 
rey Made Great Play—Fullerton Looks for Coombs to 
Beat Mays in Today’s Game at Brooklyn. 


By Hugh S&S. Fullerton. 

Boston, Mass., October 9.—(Special.) 
Boston won the greatest world's se- 
ries game ever played today before 
perhaps the greatest crowd that ever 
saw a world’s series game, and won it 
by a blunder in the ourtéenth inning, 
after the two teams had played each 
other to a standstill.’ 

Ruth pitched for Boston and was 
saved by the fact that his defensive 
support is superior to that of Brook- 
lyn. For five innings he was pounded, 
plunked and pounced upon at every 
turn, and saved only by the sharpest 
and grandest of fielding. Then he 
steadied a bit and had that Brooklyn 
club stopped. 

Yesterday Wilbert Robinson an- 
nounced that he intended to pitch 
Larry Cheney (which was suicide) and 
to the other 50 per cent of the corre- 
spondents he announced that he would 
pitch Jack Coombs. That being the 
case, one might have guessed that he 
would | Sherrod Smith. 

Mr. mith is a left-handed hurler 
who has been regarded as rather a 
joke. He was not even figured to pitch 
a full game in the world’s series, and, 
according to today’s dope, we may éx- 
pect Robinson to pitch Wheezer Dell 
tomorrow. 


Smith Hurled Well. 


Anyhow, he sent Smith to the slab, 
and Smith, a second-rate pitcher in a 
third-rate league, proceeded to pitch 
one of the grandest games of ball ever 
seen, He went fourteen innings before 
he made a mistake, and he went four- 
teen innings of as fast and as brilliant 
baseball as any one wants to see. 

He outguessed outgeneraled and 
stopped the Red Sox. He ave his 
team every chance to win—and it must 
be admitted that the Brooklyn team 
dogs it when it has the chance. It 
scored a run off Babe Ruth because 
one terrific drive ‘by Myers skipped 
through two-outfielders ang went as 
a home run. 

Brooklyn had only one more logical 
chance to score a run, and on that oc- 
casion Mowrey was cut down at the 
Plate and the chance was ruined. We 
will hear from Brooklyn that the 
breaks of the game all«were against 
the Dodgers. This is true, and at the 
same time untrue. 

On’two occasions, viz: In the ninth 
and tenth inning of the battle luck fa- 
vored Boston. But after it had fa- 
vored the Red Sox and allowed them 
to get within reaching distance of 
the plate, it at once switched and fa- 
vored Brooklyn in preventing those 
runs from counting. 3 

In generalship and judgment Boston 
had all the worst of the argument. Jn 
the ninth inning Janvrin was coached 
home to almost certain destruction and 
in the tenth, when it looked as if the 
Red Sox would win certainly Scott 
rounded third base too far and was cut 
down and trapped off the bag. He 
slipped and fell as he rounded the bag, 
but in spite of that we fmust not detract 
from the credit of Mike Mowrey, who 
made the smartest and best inside play 
of the series and one that came near 
spilling all the dope again. 

We will hear for a number of years 
that Hi Myers was the hero of this 
game because of his home run in the 
first jnning, which placed the Red Sox 
on the defensive for two hours, and 
because of his grand throw which kept 
Janvrin from scoring in the ninth. They 
probably will erect statues to Sherrod 
Smith and Ruth and Del Gainmor ana 
forget all about Mike Mowrey, but it 
was Mike who made the best and the 
Smartest play of the game. 

Mowrey’s Smart Play. 

The situation was this: Scott, who 
was Boston’s hero of the day, had sin- 
gled, Thomas had advanced him with 


a sacrifice and Ruth had struck out, 
when Hooper pushed a slow grounder 
to third. There was not a chance in 
the world for Mowrey to handle ths 
ball and throw out Hooper, but he

first base and shot the ball back to 
third. Olson had come up the line with 
the runner and was covering the bag, 
so he grabbed the ball and dived at 
Scott, who, seeing himself trapped, tried 
to stop, slipped and was caught. 

It was a magnificent game from a 
pitching and a defensive standpoint. 
The day was dark and threatening and 
just why Robby refused to pitch 
Coombs was uncertain: He had de- 
cided that Coombs would not pitch be- 
cause of the sun fields on the Braves’ 
ground and had elected Cheney in his 
stead. 

Now Sherrod Smith is a pretty rotten 
pitcher. He had been a sort of joke in 
the National league, his own league, but 
today he looked like a wonder. He 
pitched one of the cleverest games we 
ever saw. His judgment seemed to us 
faultless up to the fourteenth inning, 
when he finally blew. The fact is, he 
had been arm weary for two innings, 


while Ruth was getting stronger. He 
was tired and showed it by his change 
of delivery and the extra effort he 
put behind each ball. From the ninth 
inning on it was a question of whether 
the rain would fall in time to’ save him. 
He was staving off defeat only by 
outguessing his foes, and they were 
plainly puzzled, not by what he was 
pitching, but by the way he handed it 
to them. 

In the fourteenth, there came one of 
the undopable events that go to make 
}baseball. Hoblitzell has been carried 
on the Boston team for years because 
he can hit. It is tradition that he can- 
not hit left-handed pitching. 

Yet Smith, a smart left-hander, pass- 
ed Hobby, who is reputed to be unable 
to hit left-handers, for the fourth time 
in the game. Lewis at once sacrificed. 
It was a cinch that the game would be 
called at the end of the inning because 
a rain was coming up and the darkness 
was gathering. Boston had all to gain 
and nothing to lose. So Carrigan sent 
McNally, a fast man, to run for Hob- 
litzell from second and ordered Del 
Gainor to bat for Larry Gardner. 

Smith’s Mistake. 

Now study it a moment. Gainor is 
a good Dall Po: he broke an arm 
and has a stif

The attendance and receipts for the 
first two games of the world’s series 
is holding well up to the average and 
if the two teams continue to stage two 
euch games as the first two have been 
the attendance today in Brooklyn will 
be even greater. 

Seventy-seven thousand, four hundred 
and ninety fans attended the two games 
in Boston and paid $159,115.50 to see 
them. One-tenth of this money goes 
to the national commission. 

Eighty-five thousand, nine hundred 
and twenty-two dollars and thirty-sev- 
en cents goes to the players. Presum- 
ing the series would end right now 
with the Red Sox winners, 1,553.42 
would be divided among 26 Red Sox, 
or nearly $2;000 to the man, while $34,- 
868.95 would go to 23 Dodgers, but the 
Dodgers believe that when the two 
games on their own grounds, starting 
today, are ended, that there will be a 
different tale and that the series will 
be tied up. 

The clubs will divide even $28,640.79 
from the two games.

Boston's itching stars are Dutch 
Leonard, Babs Ruth, Ernie Shore and 
Mays, not to mention several other les- 
ser lights. ‘. 

Boston Red Sox have been represent- 
ed in three previous series and won 
them in 1903, 1912 and 1915. The Boston 
Nationals won in 1914. 

Three teams in previous world’s series 
which lost the first game won the cham- 
pionship and larger percentage of prize 
money and two of them represented 
Boston, the Sox accomplishing the task 
in 1903 and 1915. The Athletics won 
in 1911 from the Giants after Mathew- 
son beat Bender 2 to 1 in the first game.

UNPRECEDENTED FEAT 
~ IN DETAILING GAME 


One Operator Sends World’s 
Series Description Over 18,- 
000 Miles of Wire. 


New York, October 9.—An  unpre- 
cedented feat in the telegraphic trans- 
mission of news was accomplished by 
the traffic department of the Associat- 
ed Press today when one operator sit- 
ting in the stand at Braves’ field in 
Boston was enabled to flash over 
eighteen thousand miles of leased wire 
the story of how the Boston Americans 
beat the Brooklyn Nationals in the 
second game of the world’s baseball 
series. 

Taking dictation from the Associated 
Press representatives who were cov- 
ering the game, this operator, J. A. 
Bates, through the telegraph connec- 
tion arranged for the service, was able 
to send the story to 300 Associated 
Press offices and newspapers in the 
United States, tick for tick, into each 
office simultaneously—as far west as 
San Francisco, as far north as Du- 
luth ang as far south as New Orleans. 

The operator sent the story over this 
18,000-mile circuit c¢ontinuously for 
two and a half hours, and the instant 
McNally crossed the home plate with 
the winning run in the fourteenth in- 
ning the flash ‘“‘Boston wins,’ had gone 
the length and breadth of the country. 

Heretofore, in reporting world’s se- 
ries, the news has been relayed at 
Chicago and other points. The exper- 
iment today of making a complete 
trans-continental connection was re- 
ported entirely successful. 

Five thousand additional miles of 
circuit received the story through re- 
la¥Ys, but this was by reason of news 
conditions. The 18,000-mile circuit, 
however, stands as a_erecord in 
telegraphic history.

HIGHER FRUIT 


Government Makes Forecast 


CLASSIFICATION | QF Farm Crops Production 


When the hearing upon the petition ' 


of the railroads for a general revision 
of Georgia intrastate freight rates be- 
fore the Georgia railroad commission 
Monday came up, Randall Clifton, as- 
Sistant freight traffic manager of the 


mixed shipments: 

For less than carloads to change the 
present classification of class B to sixth 
+ prea which is the southern classifica- 

ion. 

For carload rates somewhat lower 
than either the present or proposed 
rates on less than carloads, and a min- 
imum carload weight of 24,000 pounds 
in lieu of the present minimum of 
20,000 pounds. 

Mr. Clifton reviewed the history of 
rates on apples in Georgia to show how 
the present low rate had come about 
through competition with all-water 
shipments form the east to southeastern 
ports prior to the development of the 
apple growing industry in north Geor- 
gia, which development, he said, has 
brought about conditions entirely dif- 
ferent from those which produced the 
low rates in Georgia. 

In proposing a change in the carload 
minimum from 20,000 pounds to 24,000 
pounds, Mr. Clifton stated that in only 
three other states in the union is the 
minimum less than 24,000 pounds. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Clifton 
proposed that the present classification 
of class B, less than carloads, for apri- 
cots, plums and peaches, be changed to 
fourth class, and that the carload clas- 
sification be changed from class O to 
sixth class, these advances being asked 
on account of the highly penishable na- 
ture of these commodities and for the 
additional reason that the present rates 
are depressed beyond rates in other 
parts of the south and under other 
grand classification divisions. 

C. B. Kealhofer, general freight 
agent of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad, was on the stand and 
presented the proposed changes in rates 
and classification on watermelons at 
the hour of adjournment.

NO INSURANCE NOW 
FOR SHIPS LEAVING 
NEW ORLEANS PORT 


New Orleans, October 9.—lLocal 
agents of marine insurance companies 
announced late today that war risks 
on vessels and cargoes out of New Or- 
leans have. been entirely suspended for 
the present, owing to the German sub- 
marine activity in the North Atlantic. 
The agents stated no cargo insurance 
of any kind will be placed without its 
being approved by wire or cable by the 
headquarters offices. Orders for this 
action were received today from Lon- 
don and New York marine insurance 
companies, with agencies here. 

Seven British and one French vessel 
now are in port and several ‘other al- 
lied merchantmen have sailed within 
the last few days.

New York, October 9.—The latest 
submarine developments caused great 
nervousness in the cotton market to- 
day and at times liquidation was sen- 
sationally heavy. After selling off to 
16.73, however, January rallied to 16.98 
in the late trading and closed at 16.93, 
with the general list closing irregular 
at a net decline of 17 to 29 points. 

The market opened weak at a de- 
cline of 29 to 49 points. The cables 
were relatively firm, but were over- 


shadowed by apprehénsions taat re- 
strictions upon the export movement 
would lead to an accumulation of sup- 
plies in the American markets and in- 
creased pressure of hedging. Reports 
that some of the leading British steam- 
ship lines had ordered their vessels not 
to leave American ports until further 
orders, and of a sharp advance in ma- 
rine war risks, naturally added to the 
confusion of sentimena. January con- 
tracts sold at 16.75 on the cail and 
March at 16.88, or just about half a 
cent under the high levels of Saturday. 

Trade interests were very big buyers 
at this decline, while there was alsc 
active prot-taking by recent sellers, 
and prices rallied during the midd'e 
of the morning, with December sell!- 
ing up from 16.90 to 17.08, January to 
17.03, and March to 17.20. This car- 
ried the market back to within 17 or 
19 points of Saturday’s closing figures, 
but the advance seemed to attract a 
renewal of general Wall street, west- 
ern and commission house liquidation, 
with nearly all the active months 
breaking through the early low point 
during the middle of the day. Decem- 
ber conkracts, for instance, sold off to 
16.87, while the general list showed 
net declines of 32 to 50 points. Offer- 
ings then diminished, while trade in- 
terests continued active buyers, and 
there were sharp rallies in the late 
trading as a result of covering. 

The comparatively large exports re- 
ported for the day amounting tu 44,553 
bales, may have helped to steady the 
late market, although it was baliees 
that the bulk of this cottton had actuai- 
ly been shipped on Saturday.

New Orleans Down 30 Points. 

New Orleans, October 9,—Cotton 
broke violently on this market today, 
the result of German submarine opera- 
tions, the fear that their possible con- 
tinuance would shut off exports of the 
staple and apprehension over their ef- 
fect on international politics. The mar- 
ket opened on the wildest selling since 
the ‘beginning of the war, which al- 
most immediately got into full swing. 
On the first call prices of the more ac- 
tive months lost 46 to 65 points. Strong 
support caused a rally, but this was 
met by increased selling which, by 
noon widened the loss to 51 to 65 points, 
or $2.50 to $3.25 a bale. The opening 
slump, as the record of a few minutes’ 
trading, was the greatest in months. 

In the afternoon the market acted 
somewhat sold out, although the tone 
was none too steady, and last prices for 
the day were at a net loss of 28 to 31 
points. The partial recovery was due 
chiefly to fresh buying by strong ‘bull- 
ish interest, who throughout the session 
openly endeavored to keep the market 
from too wide losses. 

The lowest prices of the session fol- 
lowed the report that insurance and 
war risks had been withdrawn and that 
some steamship lines had cancelled sail- 
ings. This probably had more to do 
with the second selling wave than any 
other factor. Toward the end of tke 
day a somewhat better feeling prevail- 
ed after the official announcement that 
this port had cleared 3,139 bales of cot- 
ton for England and that Galveston 
had cleared 20,330 bales for England 
and 11,449 bales for France, although 
it was not definitely known whether 
these vessels would immediately pro- 
ceed on their way across the Atlantic.

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PROFESSIONAL VIEWS | 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


The selling Monday was general on the 
opening on the submarine incident. Little 
cotton was wanter until January struck 
16.75. on which basis there was very large 
trade buying, considerable short covering 
and some speculative buying for a turn, 
sufficient to cause a 30-point rally. Renew- 
ed selling by the south, Wall street and the 
west around noon caused another dip, but 
again it raliied on buying by large in- 
terests.

The chief cemand today came from large 
trade interests and the technical position 
of the cotton market is greatly improved by 
the enormous long liquidation which has 
taken place.

New York, October 9.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports of yesterday’s German submarine ac- 
tivities of the New England coast, resulting 
in the destruction of nine vessels of allied 
and neutral nations, unsettled all American 
markets today. The early break in cot- 
ton was forwarded* by a sharp rally, 
the news, as it filtered out, evidently caused 
uneasiness and considerable selling followed, 
on which the market worked down to be- 
low the low prices of the morning. The 
market had numerous rallies and declines 
for the remainder of the day, but closed 
well above the hottom figures. 

We do not believe submarine activity 
will have any permanent depressing effect 
upon prices. It is true that such warfare 
will restrict exports temporarily, but it does 
not mean a bale less in the final consump- 
tion of cotton. There is no reason for the 
south to become hysterical or alarmed over 
a situation which, if anything, may mean 
greater ultimate scarcity of cotton through 
its destruction, while enroute to ports of 
the allies. We still believe in higher prices 
and favor purchases, particularly of Decem- 
ber, which, as per our prediction of last 
week, sold over March today. This option, 
in our opinion, is a dangerous proposition 
for hedge and speculative shorts. 

Cotton oil opened steady, reacted moder- 
ately in sympathy with the decline in cot- 
ton and lard, rallied and closed about the 
top figures. It may show hesitation incident 
to weakness in other markets, but we be- 
Heve in purchases on moderate declines, 
particularly of November and December. 
Like cotton we think the nearby positions 
are dangerous for shorts.
